Handling of Discs: 

Please hold the disc by gripping the rim or by placing the index finger in the 
central hole. Never touch the signal surface, which is shiny. This applies to 
both sides of double sided discs. 

Cleaning of Discs: 

Finger prints or stains on the surface of the disc may cause signal loss. 
Depending on the degree of the stain, the reflected luminosity from the sign 
surface may be weakened, resulting in degraded picture quality. Therefore 
please use a soft cloth and wipe in a radiating manner from the center of th 
disc to the outer rims when cleaning the disc surface. 

If the surface of your disc is very dirty, please wipe the disc with a moist do 
followed by a dry soft cloth to remove all water stains. 

Never use electrostatic prevention products or solutions which contain 
benzene, thinner or any other vaporizing substances, as they may damage 
the disc surface. 

Never add labels or adhesive tapes on the discs and be careful not to 
scratch or damage the disc surface. 

Storage of Discs: 

To prevent discs from becoming bent or deformed, they should be vertically 
kept in the disc storage case.

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Preparing and Using the Remote Control 



Installing the Batteries 

If the remote control only operates when you get closer to the DVD Player, it may mean the batteries are weak. 
Please replace the two batteries simultaneously with two new batteries (Size AAA, R03, 1.5V) of the same type. 
Please note the positive (+) and negative (-) polarity shown inside the battery compartment on the remote. 

1 . Push down and then outwards to 2. Insert Batteries following polarity 3. Slide Cover back into place, 
remove the battery compartment cover, marked inside compartment. 




Important Note about Batteries 

• When changing batteries, it is not recommended to use a mix old and new batteries or batteries of different 
brands simultaneously. 

• If the unit will not be used for an extended length of time, it's wise to remove the batteries before storage. 

• The life of the batteries depends on the amount of usage. With typical use, a battery life of approximately 6 
months can be expected. 

Operation of Remote Control 

When using the control, please aim at the device's remote control sensor, located in the DVD 
Player's Display area. A 30 degree angle is recommended for best operation.

Understanding the Buttons on the Remote 

The Remote Control provides access to the DVD Player's advanced functions, such as searching, repeating video 
segments, accessing the Setup Menu, choosing subtitle mode, muting the volume and pausing the action, just to 
name a few. The remote is also used to put the unit into "standby" mode, and power it on again.

The first step to using your new DVD Player is to make the cable connections that will allow you to see the video 
and hear the audio on your TV and optional Stereo Receiver. Your DVD Player has multiple Video and Audio 
outputs. Generally, you will only use one Vdeo and one Audio output and any one time. The type of outputs you 
use will be determined by the capabilities of your Television or receiver. It is recommended that you use the highest 
quality output that your TV or receiver will support. 

Television Connections (One Required) 

In order to use your DVD Player, your TV must support at least one of the Video Input types shown below. To get 
started, identify the best Video Connection shown below that your TV offers and proceed to that section. If you are 
using your TVs speakers for audio, rather than a separate receiver or amplifier, you will use the Stereo Audio In, 
outlined in sections 1 and 2.

We'll also assume your TV has Red and White Stereo Audio In 
connectors. You will use these for the Audio Connection. 

• Use the included Video Cable (Yellow) to connect the Vdeo Out of the DVD Player to the Video In of your TV. 

• Connect the Stereo Audio outputs (Red-Red, White-White) of the DVD Player to the matching Inputs of your TV. 

• Connect the Power Cord to the DVD Player and AC Power Outlet. 

• Turn on the TV and DVD Player (power switch on back) and select the Video Input on your TV. On some models, 
this may be called "Input 1" or "Aux In". You should now see the DVD Player's splash screen on your TV 

• Change the ANALOG Setting in the DVD Player's Setup Menu to 2CH. (See pg 40) 




Connecting to a TV with S-Video In and Stereo Audio In 

If your TV has an S-Video Input, it's recommended that you use this connection. S-Video separates brightness and 
color signals, resulting in higher video quality than Standard Composite Video. 

• You must purchase a separate S-Vdeo Cable for this connection (not included). {•* Vn S -Video Connector 

• Connect the S-Video Out from the DVD Player to the S-Video In of your TV. \5r 

• If you are not using a separate receiver for audio, connect the Stereo Audio outputs (Red - Red, White - White) of 
the DVD Player to the corresponding Inputs of your TV 

• Connect the Power Cord to the DVD Player and AC Power Outlet. 

• Turn on the TV and DVD Player (power switch on back) and select the S-Video Input on your TV. On some 
models, this may be called "Input 2" or "Video 2". You should now see the DVD Player's splash screen on your TV. 

• Change the OUTPUT Setting in the DVD Player's Setup Menu to S-VIDEO. (See pg 39)

Connecting to a TV with Component Video Inputs 

Component Video separates the Video Signal into three separate "components", resulting in a higher 
quality picture than S-Video or Standard Composite Video. In order to use Component Video, you 
must use a TV equipped with Component Video Inputs. You'll also need (3) Component Video Cables 
(not included) and a Composite (included) or S-Video Cable used for setup only.

Step 1 : Connect the DVD Player using the Composite or S-Video Connection 

In order to Switch your DVD Player's Video Output to Component Video, you must first connect using the Composite 
or S-Video Connectors. This will allow you to use the player's Setup Menu to change the Video Output Setting. For 
details, see page 13. Once you see the player's splash screen on your TV, proceed to Step 2. 



Step 2: Enter the Setup Menu to Change the Video Setting 

With disc play stopped, press the SETUP button on the Remote Control to enter 
the DVD Player's On-Screen Setup Menu. Use the ARROW keys to navigate 
down to the VIDEO menu and press ENTER. Use the ARROW keys to proceed 
down to the OUTPUT setting. Press ENTER. Use the UP/DOWN keys to select 
YCbCr.

Using the Dolby/DTS 5.1 Channel Analog Outputs 

Your DVD Player also features a set of 5.1 Channel Outputs for Dolby Ready Receivers, Amplifiers and Speaker 
Systems. When you use the 5.1 Channel Outputs, you're taking advantage of the DVD Player's built-in Dolby 
Decoder, which decodes the Dolby Digital 5.1 soundtrack on DVD discs to 6 separate analog signals - left front, 
center front, right front, left rear, right rear, and a sub-woofer (".1") channel. 

• You must purchase a separate set of 5.1 Channel connectors (normally included with Speaker Systems). 

• Connect each of the (6) outputs to the corresponding Input of your Receiver, Amplifier or Speaker System. 

• For Receivers, adjust the Input Source Setting to correspond with the 5.1 Channel Analog Input. 

• Make sure the ANALOG Setting in the DVD Player's Setup Menu is set to 5.1 CH. (See pg 40)

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Using the Optical and CoAxial Digital Audio Output Connections 

Your DVD Player features two Digital Audio Outputs to provide the ultimate in realism for your Home Theater 
experience. Use this option to get the most out of discs recorded with Dolby 5.1 Digital Surround Sound or Digital 
Theater System (DTS) by sending the encoded, or "RAW" digital audio signal to your Receiver for decoding. You will 
only use one Digital Audio Output, depending on which is supported by your receiver or amplifier. You must be using a 
Digital Receiver with 5.1 Channel Decoding and an Optical or CoAxial Digital Input to take advantage of this feature. 

• You must purchase a separate Coaxial or Optical Digital Audio Cable for these connections, as these cables are 
not included with the DVD Player. 

• Connect the Optical or Coaxial Digital Audio Out of the DVD Player to the corresponding Input of your Receiver. 

• Adjust your Receiver's Input Source Setting to the correspond with the Digital Audio In.

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Getting Started - Powering On & Playing a Disc 



After Video and Audio Cables are Connected and Power is Applied 

Once the DVD Player is properly connected to your TV and possibly your receiver also, turn on your TV and make 
sure it's set to the correct input channel. The video input is usually configured as channel 0 or 1 on most TVs, but 
may be referred to as "Input 1" or "Aux In" or similar names. These procedures assume you are using a NTSC- 
compatible TV - standard for North and South America. If you are using a PAL-type, you will need to change the TV 
Type first. In this case, see pg 39 - Video Setup Options. 



Power on the DVD Player 

Push the Power Button on the back of the unit firmly to turn 
on the player. You should see the message "ON" in the DVD 
Display. Then, the player will attempt to read a disc. With no 
disc in the unit, the message INSERT DISC will be displayed. 






Powering on with the Front Switch 

Once the main power switch on the back of the unit is on, the 
Front power switch can be used to bring the player in and out 
of STANDBY MODE. 



Powering on from the Remote 

Once the back power switch is in the ON position, the unit 
can be turned off and on by the remote. When the unit is 
turned off by the remote, it will go into STANDBY MODE. 
This allows the unit to be quickly "awakened" by pressing the 
POWER key on the remote again. 

Opening the Disc Tray 

Press the OPEN/CLOSE button on the remote or on the 
player (to the right of the disc tray) to insert a disc. There are 
two grooves in the disc tray - 12cm and 8cm. Make sure the 
disc is properly set into the tray. Small 8cm discs must be 
positioned exactly in the middle groove. Press the 
OPEN/CLOSE button again to close the disc tray. You will 
see the message READ on the display. Once the disc is 
read, you should see the menu screen for DVD discs, or 
hear sound for an Audio CD. 

The Play Button 

Most DVDs will automatically display a menu when inserted. 
However, some discs will require you to press the PLAY 
button. Also, the PLAY button can usually be used to quickly 
start a DVD movie when pressed with the menu displayed. 
This function varies with discs.

About Standby Mode 

• Your DVD Player is 
equipped with a power- 
saving feature called 
STANDBY MODE.

To Stop Disc Play 

Press the STOP button to stop playback of the disc. With Audio 
CDs, VCDs and DVDs, after the STOP button is pressed, the 
message HOLD will be displayed. The stop point is now saved 
and you can resume playback by pressing PLAY Press the 
STOP key again to reset the play position to the beginning of 
the disc. 

Pausing Disc Play 

With DVDs and VCDs, you can pause playback on a still frame 
with the PAUSE button. Pressing the PAUSE button repeatedly 
allows you to step through the video in frame-by-frame mode. 
Pressing PAUSE while playing Audio CDs will mute the sound 
and hold the play position. Press the PLAY button to resume 
normal playback.

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Navigating Disc Menus 



Using the MENU and TITLE Buttons to Access Menus on DVD and VCD Discs 

Most DVDs and some VCD discs feature menus that will allow you to navigate the various Chapters, Special 
Features and Setup Options available on the disc. Some menus will automatically be displayed when you insert a 
disc. To access menus at any time, use the MENU and TITLE buttons. If you see the symbol below when attempting 
to select a Title or Menu, it means that this type of menu is not available on the disc. 
Title menus, for example are not available on some DVDs.

Entering the DVD or VCD Menu 

Press the MENU / PBC button to access the DVD menu. If the 
disc does not have a menu, the symbol described above will 
be displayed. Used with Video CDs, pressing this button will 
Enable / Disable the PBC (Play Back Control) menu system. 
With PBC enabled, the disc menu will be shown. The disc will 
simply play all tracks in sequence with PBC disabled. 

Entering the Title Menu 

Title menus are available on some DVDs. These menus allow 
you to select a particular Title or Chapter to play. With some 
DVD discs, pressing this button will bring up the normal DVD 
menu. If the "not available" symbol is displayed on screen, this 
feature is not available on your disc. 



Navigate with the ARROW Buttons 

With DVDs, use the ARROW buttons to navigate through the 
menu - left, right, up, down. VCDs normally require the use of 
NUMBER keys to choose menu options.

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Fast Forward/Reverse & SlowMotion Scanning 



Finding a Position on the Disc Using the Search Function 

Your DVD Player features a Search function that will allow you to scan through video 
at fast or slow speeds to find a specific position. The scan functions available will 
depend on the type of disc you are using. With DVD discs, you may utilize all the 
available scanning functions, including Fast Forward and Fast Reverse, both at x2, 
x4 and x8 speeds, as well as Slow Motion at V2, 1/4 and 1/8 speeds. Audio CDs do 
not support Slow Motion scanning. 



Fast Forward or Reverse Scanning 

The Fast Forward (FF) and Fast Reverse (FR) buttons are only 
functional while the disc is playing. To start searching, press 
the button for the desired direction. The beginning scan speed 
is 2x, or twice the normal speed. Press the button repeatedly 
to cycle through all available scanning speeds. Press the PLAY 
button to resume normal viewing. 

Slow Motion Scanning 

With DVDs and Video CDs, you can slow the speed of playback 
to a mere fraction of the normal speed. While the video is playing, 
press the SLOW button. The playback speed will slow to Vz 
normal speed. To cycle through all speeds, continue to press the 
SLOW key. Press PLAY to resume normal playback. 






Skip Forwardand Skip Back 



Advancing to the Next Track or Skipping Back Through Tracks 

Your DVD Player provides a convenient method for advancing or skipping back 
through tracks, chapters, songs or other segments on DVD, VCD or Audio CD discs.

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The Next and Previous Track Buttons 

Use the NEXT *** and PREVIOUS m buttons to skip 
through the tracks on DVDs, VCDs and Audio CDs. Pressing 
PREVIOUS again will return to the beginning of the previous 
track. Advance through the remaining tracks on the disc by 
using the NEXT button. When the last track is reached, 
however, pressing NEXT will not return to the first track on the 
disc. This principal also holds in the reverse direction.

You may Choose a Specific Track or Time Position to Playback 

There are many options available to choose the beginning playback point on DVDs, 
VCDs and Audio CDs. You may use the GOTO button, or enter a Track Number directly 
using the NUMBER buttons (CD-Audio, VCD). 

Select the GOTO Button 

When a DVD is playing, press GOTO to select the Title, 
Chapter or Time (Hours, Minutes and Seconds) of the position 
on the disc you wish to begin playback. Also use the GOTO 
menu to view the Elapsed and Remaining Time for the current 
Disc, Title, Chapter or Track, depending on the disc type.

If you're using a VCD or CD, you can jump directly to a track simply by hitting the 
NUMBER key that corresponds with the track you wish to play. 

Enter Values with Number, C and +10 Buttons 

With playback stopped or during playback, use the Number 
buttons, along with the C (Clear) and +10 keys, to enter 
numerical values representing Track or Chapter Number to 
jump to. If you wish to clear an entry, press the C button 
repeatedly to backspace through the digits you want to delete.

Your DVD Player features a great way to introduce yourself to the various content of VCD 
discs. Using the INTRO button, you can see a preview of all the chapters on a disc.

If you have an VCD disc inserted, press the INTRO key to see a 
short preview of the available tracks on the disc, along with their 
associated track number. 



Jump to a Track with the NUMBER Keys 

Use the NUMBER keys to enter the track that you would like 
to go to.

Repeating a Title, Chapter/Track or Disc 



Repeat a Single Track on an Audio CD or an Entire DVD Disc 

Your player has many options for repeating segments of DVDs, VCDs, and Audio 
CDs. This section covers how to repeat segments already defined on the disc, such as 
a Chapter or Track. The next section deals with creating your own segments to repeat. 



Using the REPEAT - 1/ALL Button 

While you're viewing a video disc or listening to an Audio CD, 
press the REPEAT - 1/ALL button repeatedly to cycle through 
the available repeat options. The status of the repeat option will 
be displayed in the upper left-hand corner of the screen.

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With DVDs, press the REPEAT - 1/ALLbutton once to repeat 
the Current Chapter, twice to repeat the Current Title, and three 
times to repeat the Entire DVD. VCDs will allow repeat 
playback options of the Current Chapter or All Chapters. With 
Audio CDs, you'll have the option to repeat the current Track or 
the complete CD. 



To Cancel Repeat Play, press the REPEAT 
button until the status shows OFF. 



Repeating a Specific Time Segment

If you would like to repeat only a segment of an Audio Track, VCD Movie or DVD Title, simply mark the beginning 
and endpoints of the segment with the REPEAT A-B button. 




Using the REPEAT A-B Button 

While viewing or listening to a disc, when you get to the point that 
you would like to mark as the Beginning of your repeating 
segment, press the REPEAT A-B button. 



The following display will appear in the upper 
left-hand corner on the screen: 



The display indicates that the start point of your repeat segment 
has been marked. Next, you will enter the endpoint of the 
segment you want to repeat.

When you reach the ending for your segment, 
press REPEAT A-B a second time. Now, the 
display reports: 



This indicates that the player is in A-B Repeat mode, and will 
continuously play the segment you defined until you cancel repeat 
mode. To Cancel A-B Repeat Play, simply press the REPEAT A-B 
button again. The repeat status icon reports "OFF", and play 
continues as normal.

If your disc contains only JPG files, the Slide-Show will 
automatically start.

After you have selected a file to view and pressed ENTER, the 
picture will be displayed on the screen.

Rotating and Viewing a Negative of a Photo 

When a picture is displayed in non-Slide-Show mode, press the LEFT/RIGHT ARROW 
keys to Rotate the picture and the SLOW button to see a Negative of the image. 

ZOOM Functions - Actual Size, 2X, 4X, Vi, 1/4, Fit Screen 

When a picture is displayed in non-Slide-Show mode, use the ZOOM key to cycle through 
a variety of magnification options. Pressing ZOOM once will display the image in Actual 
Size. Since the size of the typical TV screen is about 640x400 pixels, if your image is 
larger than this, only a part of the picture will be displayed. In this case, you can move 
around the picture using the ARROW keys. Press ZOOM repeatedly to view all modes - 
2X and 4X Zoom In, Half and Quarter Size Zoom Out, and the default, Fit to Screen.

Use the Zoom 
function. The Zoom function lets you enlarge the Video Image to twice the original size, 
while also viewing a Reference Window showing the full original picture. Zoom works on a 
still frame, as well as during Video Playback. 



Pause Disc Playback (Optional) 

Zoom is most effective if you Pause the video on a single 
frame to examine. However, Zoom will work while playing a 
movie as well. If you wish to Pause the action, press the 
PAUSE button. 



Select the ZOOM Button 

Press the ZOOM button to enlarge the image - once for 2x. A 
Reference Window is provided to help you locate which area of 
the actual picture you are zoomed in on:

Zoom will work only 
on DVDs and VCDs, 
not the Setup menu. 



More Audio & Video Functions 







Suspending Audio with the MUTE Button 

To temporarily cancel the Audio of the disc you're listening to 
or watching, simply press the MUTE button. You'll see 
an indicator on screen letting you know that the player ^ 
is in MUTE mode. Press MUTE again to resume 
normal playback with Audio. 



EFFECT - Bass, Treble and 3D 

Use the EFFECT button to access Equalization effects for 
discs using Stereo soundtracks, such as VCDs and Audio 
CDs. The effects are not available when using DVDs, unless 
the disc supports a PCM Stereo Soundtrack. The Bass & 
Treble controls change the frequency mix of the sound, while 
the 3D effect simulates Surround Sound. 

To use the Effect Setup, press the UP/DOWN ARROW 
buttons to navigate to the desired effect, then use the ✓jv 
RIGHT/LEFT ARROW keys to adjust the sound. Press J^I 
the EFFECT key again to exit the Effects Setup. 

Changing Audio Settings - AUDIO Button 

You can switch between the various Languages and Audio 
modes on DVD discs with the AUDIO button. Used with DVDs, 
AUDIO cycles between the languages and soundtracks 
available on the disc, including DTS, Dolby Digital 5.1 and 
Stereo Audio. Vdeo and Audio CDs offer fewer audio options, 
usually including Mono Left/Right, Mix Mono and Stereo. 



Multi-Angle Support - ANGLE BUTTON 

Some DVDs are recorded with a feature called "Multi-Angle 
View". If you are viewing a DVD that includes this feature, 
press the ANGLE button to bring up the Angle 
Menu. Then, use the UP/DOWN ARROW keys 
to switch between available Angles. 
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SUBTITLE - Explore Subtitle Languages 

Use the SUBTITLE button with DVDs recorded with Subtitle 
tracks. This key will allow you to turn Subtitles On and Off, 
and switch between the available languages on the disc. 
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Use the UP/DOWN ARROW keys to 
select an available Subtitle Language. 

Press the RIGHT ARROW button to 
move to the ON/OFF setting. Then, use 
the UP/DOWN ARROW keys to turn 
Subtitles On or Off.

Get Quick Access to Playback Information and Important Functions 

Use DISPLAY to get information about the playback session, as well as direct command of 
some of the most important functions already discussed, all grouped together in one Menu 
for Quick and Easy Access. Also, with no disc in the unit, the Display key acts as a four- 
phase dimmer for the Player's front display (See pg 11). 

Press the DISPLAY Button while a Disc is Playing 

Page one of the Display Menu will be presented across the top 
of the screen. To access page two, press the DISPLAY key 
again. Athird press of the DISPLAY button will exit the menu. 
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Navigate with the ARROW Buttons 

Press the RIGHT/LEFT ARROW keys to move through the 
menu. Continue to the right to access the second page. To 
change the values of a setting, use the UP/DOWN ARROWs.

Duplicate Discs, Copy Files and Record to MPEG format on the Fly 

Along with supporting the latest DVD Playback functions, this unit also features a CD-RW Drive and On-Screen 
Burner Interface that allow for a variety of Disc Copy functions for use with CD-R/RW discs: 



Disc Copy 

Duplicate discs of 700MB or less capacity. Disc 
formats supported include CD-ROM, CDDA, 
Data CD, MP3, JPG and Audio CD. 'Copying of 
DVD, SVCD and VCD discs is not supported. 



Erase 

Erase CD-RW discs to free up space. Quick 
Erase takes only 1 minute. Use Full Erase to 
completely wipe-out sensitive data. 



File / Track Copy 

Copy selected files or tracks from CD-ROM, 
MP3, JPG and Audio CDs to CD-R/RW discs. 



CD-R/RW Supported Disc Formats 

CD-Recordable (CD-R) and CD-ReWritable (CD-RW) discs of up to 700MB capacity are supported for copy and 
record operations. Discs of 8cm and 12cm diameter are supported. 



Copy and Record Function Buttons 



The following are the Remote Control and Front Panel Buttons associated with the unit's recording and copy 
functions. Note that the BURNER button, which brings up the Burner Interface, only exists on the Remote Control. 





DRV (Front Panel), DRIVE (Remote Control) 

Selects the working drive. When the DRIVE button is

TITLE

DISC TYPE / PROGRESS INDICATOR BAR 

Displays the Disc Type and Free Space. While recording, 
shows the progress of the current copy operation in 
percentage completed. 

DISC USAGE INDICATOR BAR 

When a disc is inserted, the Disc Usage Indicator will show 
a graphical representation of the amount of disc space 
used, using the colors white (blank), green (small 
percentage of space used) and red (large percentage of 
space used). Also, when selecting files to copy, this bar will 
show a preview of the disc space that will be used for each 
file selected. 

OPEN / CLOSE 

Opens and Closes the CD-RW drive tray. This allows you 
to create multiple copies of a disc without exiting the 
Burner Interface. It's recommended that this function be 
used to insert and remove CD-R/RW discs, rather than 
switching between drives using the DRV button. 

RECORD 

Begins copying selected file(s). You must first select files 
from the track/file list using the ARROW and ENTER keys.

© FULL ERASE 

To make sure that all date on a disc is completely 
destroyed, use the FULL ERASE method.

Shows the copy progress of each file in percentage 
completed during individual file copy operations. Three 
ICONS are used to display the status of files not currently 
being copied:

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About Multi-Session Discs 



Compatibility Information for Discs with Multiple Sessions 

Data is recorded onto CD-R/RW discs in units knows as "sessions". A session consists of information regarding the 
contents of the recording, the actual data, and closing information. Using this unit, a session is created when any of 
the following operations are performed: 

• Making a Disc Copy of a Single Session Disc 

• Pressing REC in the Burner Interface to copy selected files 

Once a session exists on a disc, any subsequent copying or recording 
operations on the same disc will result in a new session being added, 
thereby creating a "multi-session" disc. 

Although multi-function discs are fully supported by this unit, most DVD 
players and many other types of optical drive products have compatibility 
issues and limitations regarding multi-session discs. Some common 
problems are: 

• Only the first session is playable on some DVD Players 

• Only the last session is playable on PCs 

• On some DVD Players, multiple sessions may be supported in certain 
configurations - such as where the same type of data is contained in 
each session - but "mixed mode" discs, where different sessions do not 
contain the same type of data, are not supported. 



Selecting a Session 



Quick Tips 



• Be sure to keep these 
compatibility issues in mind 
when working with CD-R and 
CD-RW discs that are 
destined for play on standard 
DVD players. 

• In particular, remember that 
selecting the RECORD Icon 
and copying files or tracks 
will create and close a 
session. So, if you wish to 
make a single-session disc, 
select ALL the files you wish 
to copy BEFORE recording. 



Working with Multi-Session Discs 

This unit fully supports multi-session discs and allows for the selection of a session 
when the disc is first inserted, as well as during playback. 



After Inserting a Multi-Session Disc 

When a multi-session disc is inserted in the unit, the 
message "MULTISESSION CD" is displayed on the lower 
right of the screen, followed by the number of sessions 
available on the disc. While this prompt remains on screen, 
use the NUMBER keys to input the session number to play. 

Selecting a Session During Playback 

The TITLE button is used to select a session after disc 
playback has started. To select a session to play, press 
TITLE, followed by the session number.

Adjusting Video and Audio Settings in the DVD Player Setup 

Your DVD Player features an on-screen Setup Menu that allows you to adjust settings for 
your Video and Audio preferences, and enable player features like Parental Lock. When 
you change settings in the Setup Menu, they are stored even when power is turned off. If 
you wish to return to the factory defaults, they can be easily reset in the OTHERS menu. 



Stop Disc Play 

Press the STOP button to stop play of the disc. With Audio 
CDs, VCDs and DVDs, after the STOP button is pressed 
once, the message HOLD will be displayed on front of the 
Player. After exiting the Setup Menu, you can resume 
playback where you left off. 

Press the SETUP Button 

Press SETUP to enter the on-screen Setup Menu. The initial 
screen contains the following categories: 








Move Around the Menu with the ARROW Keys 

Use the ARROW buttons to move around the menu. In this example, we'll hit the DOWN key 
twice to go to AUDIO SETUP, then hit ENTER to enter that Menu. Then we'll hit the DOWN 
key again to select DIGITAL. Pressing the ENTER key gives us the UP/DOWN ARROWs. 
Now we can use the UP/DOWN ARROW keys to make a selection. In this example, we will 
choose LPCM. Finally, pressing the ENTER button confirms the setting. 
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Press SETUP to Exit the On-Screen Setup Menu 

You can exit the Setup menu at any time by simply pressing the SETUP key. 
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Parental Lockand OtherOptions 



Exploring the CHILD and OTHERS Setup Pages 

The CHILD and OTHERS Setup Pages contains many important options for your DVD player. The CHILD menu is 
where you can set a password to control the Parental Lock and Reset functions, which let you limit the play of discs 
beyond a rating you specify, and reset the settings and password to factory defaults, respectively. The OTHERS 
menu contains the FACTORY SETTING option, as well as the MNCOLOR setting, which allows you to change the 
color of the On-Screen Setup Menu. 



CHILD -LEVELS 1-8 

The Parental Lock allows you to limit the use of your DVD Player to 
only those DVD discs that do not exceed the rating you specify. When 
the Parental Control is set, DVD discs that support this feature will play 
only after the password has been entered. However, typically only discs 
produced by major entertainment companies support Parental Control. 
Discs not supporting this feature will be "immune" to Lock-Out. 

When you attempt to change the Parental Control setting, you are 
prompted for a password. This of course makes sense, as this option 
would be useless if your kids could enter the Setup Menu and disable 
it! If there is no user password set, you'll be prompted to enter a new 
password. Choose a 4- Digit numeric password and write it down in 
case you forget it. Key in the password and press ENTER. 

After the password is set, press ENTER on the CHILD option. You can 
choose from 8 levels of Parental Control, corresponding to the standard 
rating system in the USA. The available levels and their equivalent 
ratings are listed to the right:

CHANGE & CANCEL PASSWORD 

Here is where you can change or Cancel your existing password. If you have not already entered the existing 
password in the Setup Menu, you are prompted for the old password. Enter the existing password for access. *lf you 
have forgotten your password, you cannot use these options - you must reset the player to factory defaults (see 
below), clearing the previously entered password. After this, you can create a new password as discussed above. 



MNCOLOR - BLUE / VIOLET / GREEN / YLW / ORG 

Changes the Menu Color to the hue you specify. 

VERSION 

Displays the version of the DVD Player's FIRMWARE. This may be 
needed for technical reasons. 

FACTORY SETTING 

If you would like to return all settings of your DVD Player's Setup to the 
factory defaults, choose this option. All values for Audio, Video, 
Language, Parental Control and Password settings will be reset. When 
prompted for a password, enter the Default Factory Password - 3782.

SYSTEM - NTSC / PAL 

Your DVD Player will work with TVs based on the NTSC and PAL 
standards, as well as TVs, Monitors and Projectors supporting 
Component Video Out. 

NTSC is the standard TV system used in the USA, Canada, Japan 
and many other countries, supporting 480 Lines at 60Hz. The PAL TV 
system is used in Europe, Africa and the Middle East, among others, 
and supports 576 Lines at 50Hz.

Resetting to the Player's Default Video Settings 

Make sure to use caution when changing the SYSTEM and OUTPUT settings. If the value selected is not 
compatible with your Television, you may no longer be able to see the screen. If this happens, follow the 
procedures below to reset the player's settings to default. 

Turn the DVD Player off using the power switch on the back of the unit. 
After a few seconds, power the player on and OPEN THE DISC TRAY 
Enter one of the following codes on the remote control depending on your TV type:

STOP -2-0-0-2 



STOP -20-0-3 



The player is now reset to COMPOSITE Video Out and the TV SYSTEM you specified. 



ASPECT - 4:3 PS / 4:3 LB / 16:9 WS 

You can setup your DVD Player to work with normal and wide screen televisions. If you are using a wide screen TV, 
set this option to 16:9 WS to match the aspect ratio of your TV. When used with a normal TV (4:3 aspect ratio), the 
4:3 PS setting results in the typical "Pan & Scan" display, where a movie is clipped on the sides to fit on the TV 
screen. The 4:3 LB setting will enable the "Letterbox" format, where the movie is presented in wide screen format 
with black lines at the top and bottom of the screen. 

OUTPUT - COMPOSITE / S-VIDEO / YCbCr 

Change this setting to match the type of video input jack you are using on your TV. 

Composite Video is the most common video connection type and is supported on most TVs. S-Video is a higher 
quality video signal that is separated into brightness and color channels. YCbCr, or COMPONENT video is used for 
TVs, Computer Monitors and Projectors that support three video inputs, one for a color channel (Yellow, Blue, Red). 
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Audio SetupOptions 



ANALOG - 5.1 CH / 2CH 

The ANALOG setting controls the DVD Player's Analog Audio Outputs, / 1 For Help on using the Setup Menu, see pg 37. 

These are the Stereo Audio and 5.1 Channel Outputs covered on pages 
1 1, 13 & 15. Select 5.1 CH if you are using the 5.1 Channel outputs to 
connect to a Dolby-Ready Receiver or Speaker System. If you are 
using a TV for audio or a stereo system with only two channel inputs, 
this setting should be switched to 2CH, allowing you to hear all 
channels of Dolby/DTS 5.1 soundtracks through two speakers. 



DIGITAL - DOLBY / DTS / LPCM 

Most DVDs are produced with Dolby or DTS 5.1 Channel soundtracks. 
So, normally this setting should be at the default of DOLBY/DTS. 
However, this setting can be set to LPCM to support DVDs featuring 
this type of audio format. LPCM, or Linear Pulse Code Modulation, is a 
stereo digital audio format typically used only with CD audio. 

D.R.C - STANDARD / MAXIMUM / TV MODE 

Sometimes called "midnight mode", D.R.C (Dynamic Range Compression) aims to make watching a movie at low 
volumes more enjoyable by boosting the quieter sounds while suppressing the louder sounds. This reduction in the 
difference between the low and high audio levels is known as "compression". You can adjust the level of this 
compression in three levels: MAXIMUM - Highest compression, STANDARD - Normal compression, and TV MODE - 
Optimized for smaller speakers. 

BASS - OFF / SMALL / LARGE 

You can tailor the bass response of your Sub-Woofer different room sizes with the BASS setting. The options are: 
OFF - No additional processing of the sub-woofer signal, SMALL - Adjusts the sub-woofer output for small rooms, 
and LARGE - Adjusts the sub-woofer output for large rooms.

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Troubleshooting Common Problems 



The DVD Player Does Not Power On 

• The AC Power cord may be loose or not plugged in. Make sure the power cord is secure in the AC socket and 
the connector on the back of the player. 

• The unit may be in Standby Mode. Turn the player on with the remote POWER button, or turn the unit off with 
the back power switch, wait for a few seconds, then turn the unit back on. 

• There must be a pause between powering the unit down and back on of a few seconds. 

A Specific Disc Does Not Play 

• The disc may be dirty. Try cleaning the disc. 

• Make sure the disc is not in upside-down 

• The region code of the disc may not match that of the player. In this case, the disc cannot be used. 
The Remote Control Does Not Function 

• Make sure you're aiming the remote directly at the player's remote sensor, located in the front display. 

• Make sure there are no obstacles between the remote and the player. 

• The batteries may be drained. Try changing the batteries in the remote. 

• You could be using the remote too far away. Try within 4 meters of the player. 

There is No Picture on the TV Screen 

• Make sure the connections from the player to the TV are secure. 

• Verify that the TV's channel is set to match the video input you're using. Refer to the TV's documentation. 

• On most TVs the "Aux In", "Video In" or "A/V In" channel should match the video input connector. 

• If you're using the S-Video connector, the TV may have a separate input channel for this type. 

The Picture Appears Stretched or Squeezed 

• The Video Aspect Ratio may be set wrong for your Television type. 

• Enter the Setup Menu and select the Video Menu. Try changing the ASPECT setting to 4:3 PS (Pan&Scan) if 
you are using a standard TV, or 16:9 WS if your TV is a Wide-Screen type. 

The Disc Doesn't Eject 

• If the player is in Standby Mode, the disc will not eject. Turn the player on with the Remote Control and then 
eject the disc. 

No Sound from TV or Speakers 

• If the DTS soundtrack is enabled in the DVD Disc Menu, but you are using Stereo Analog audio, the sound will 
not work. Try switching the soundtrack to Dolby/DTS 5.1 or PCM mode in the Disc Menu. 

• If you are using a Digital Receiver, check the Dolby/DTS setting in the player's Setup Menu (pg 40). 

• Make sure the audio cables connecting the DVD player to your TV or receiver are secure. 

• The movie is paused. There is no sound during Pause or Search modes. 

Sound From Only Left/Right Front Speakers of 5.1 Channel System 

• If you're using the 5.1 Channel Analog Outputs, check the ANALOG setting in the DVD Player's Setup Menu 
(pg 40). This setting should be set to 5.1 CH. 

• Use the MENU key to enter the disc's menu and check that the Audio Setup is set to Dolby/DTS 5.1 Audio. 

• Make sure the DIGITAL setting is on DOLBY/DTS in the Player Setup Menu. (See pg 40) 

Distorted Picture when Connected to a VCR 

• This DVD Player is built with Macrovision copy-protection. This will distort the signal when used with VCRs.

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Glossary of DVD-Related Terms 



CD-R & CD-RW 

Recordable Optical Disc formats that can be used as VCD, MP3 or JPG discs with your DVD Player. 
Coaxial Digital Audio Connector 

A digital audio connection used to connect a DVD player to a receiver or pre-amplifier. Transfers a "RAW" (encoded) 
digital audio signal, minimizes signal degradation. 

Component Video 

Offers the best interface between a video signal source and a TV Uses three RCA-type jacks to separate the 
component signals making up a video signal. Acomponent video signal is comprised of the luminance (Y) signal 
and separate chrominance (PR and PB) signals. 

Composite Video 

The most common connection between a DVD Player and a video display, Composite Video uses a single RCA 
cable. 

Dolby Digital 5.1 

A digital surround sound system, capable of transferring up to 5 sound channels plus a sub-bass woofer, developed 
by Dolby Labs. Supported on most DVD discs. 

DTS 

Digital Theater System. Another digital surround sound system with 5.1 channels. DTS is supported on some newer 
DVD discs. 

Dual-Layer DVD 

A DVD disc that has two layers on each side. A single-sided, dual-layered DVD can hold almost four hours of video 
and audio, and is also known as a DVD-9. 

DVD 

Digital Video Disc. DVDs come in different formats, such as single-sided or double-sided. Each side can have a 
single layer or two layers of data. 

DVD-5 

A DVD that is single-sided, single-layer, holding up to 4.7 GBytes of data. 
DVD-9 

A DVD that is single-sided, dual-layer, holding up to 8.5 GBytes of data. 
DVD-10 

A DVD that is double-sided and single-layered, which holds up to 9.4 GBytes of data. This disc must be manually 
flipped to use both sides. 

Home Theater 

A system designed to re-create the movie theater experience in the home. A typical home theater system will have a 
DVD Player, TV, Receiver and Speaker System with 4 speakers and a subwoofer for surround sound. 

Interlaced Scanning 

Most Televisions use Interlaced scanning, drawing only odd or even lines with each pass. 
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Glossary of DVD-Related Terms (cont'd) 



LPCM 

Linear PCM is a method of digital audio storage typically used with CD Audio. This format is sometimes 
used on DVD discs - at a higher resolution than CD - for stereo soundtracks. 

MacroVision 

Analog Copy Protection which scrambles video signal when used with VHS recorders. Also has an effect on 
some projectors and monitors. 

MP3 

A compressed audio format. Its small size makes it popular for downloading on internet. MP3 files recorded on 
CD-R or CD-RW media are suitable for playback on your DVD Player. 

NTSC 

National Television System Committee. This is the standard system for TV in the USA and Japan, among others. 
PAL 

Video standard used in most European countries and elsewhere. 
Progressive Scan 

Scans all horizontal lines of a monitor or TV display in one pass, as opposed to Interlaced, which scans only odd 
or even lines with each pass. 

Region Code 

DVD movies are produced with region encoding to restrict distribution of titles to certain areas at certain times. 
To play back a DVD title with a specific region code, you will need a DVD player with the same region code. 

S-Video 

S-Video offers significantly improved video signal performance over a basic composite video connection. To use 
this type of connection, your TV must have an S-Video input. 

VCD 

Digital Video Disc. Adigital video disc format particularly popular in Asia. Uses MPEG-1 video compression. The 
picture quality is roughly that of VHS tapes.
